Kludues*. however, cares most Australians, or Waters as they are 
generally called, and lu a few months the majority have quite forgot¬ 
ten the trick of buclciug, though some of them cau never be trusted, 
having crotchets that can not be eliminated from their memory. I 
once owned au Australian mare. Valetta. who for the first two days of 
a race meeting would be nearly invincible over her own distance (M to 
1 mile). She was generally the greatest pet in the world, and wbeu I 
first L'ot her she won me race* on the two opening days; bat when I 
went into her box ou the third day to give her her matutinal bandfal 
of lucerne she came at me open mouthed like a tigress, and I bad to 
bolt for my life. Neither iny English stud groom nor her uatlve syce 
could account for her behavior, so I sent her np to the course. When 
the time for her race came on 1 weighed out, hut got to my saddling shod 
only lobe treated in the same way. She finally had to he saddled In 
the open, "far from the maddening crowd/ 1 though this did not seem to 
help matters much, as the moment she caoght sight of my silk she be¬ 
came a perfect fury, aud when at length I got near eoougb for a leg np 
she, before I was well across her,gave a bnck which seemed to be carry¬ 
ing me to Sirius (vide Colbert on the stars), and which ended In my 
decllmatlng In a date tree, and nnbotanlcal readers may be interested 
in the knowledge that date leaves would at a pinch make excellent 
substitutes for lancets. At last I got on her, and sent her away with 
her field, but she was content with laying on the leader's quarter, 
from which no punishment conld force her. and she carried oat the 
same programme in her subsequent races of that meeting. Directly I 
put her ont of training she became a lamb again, bat naturally I sold 
her; and though 1 roae her to vlctorjfor her new owner several times 
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betting against her, or rather her teinphr. Eventually a sporting Parses 
bought her and I believe she broke her neck In one of her tantrums. 

Some of the very best Australians shipped were bought oat of the rack 
by chance; as, for instance Van Oleman. who was cast from the Mel¬ 
bourne mounted police in IBfiO for vice, sold for $60. and sent to 
Madras. A sporting Armenian there secured him for $250 snd cured 
him of bucking by installing bis 350 pound carcase on his back when 
fractious. The horse proved a wonder for those days and could gallop 
Ms mile In 1:46, bis two miles In 3 A\ and was tuvlacfble when meant 
to win. He was not. however. worked over honestly by his dusky 
owuer, who managed to have him beaten occasionally: and I well re¬ 
member a good sell be entertained at Mysore lu 1863. when Gooch. his 
jockey, took a leaf out <.f his master a bonk. Tho only dangerous rival 
be had in the biggest race was another Australian, called spider, who 
was ridden by one Cnlton, and who had been bonght in every lottery by 
a Colonel in my owu regiment. As the horses Isft the saddling pad- 
dock. the Colonel saug ont to Catton "A thousand If you win.'* 
"Thankee. Hlr." said Cation, whilst Gooch, turning round in his saddle, 
queried " Ow much?" "A thou.,” said Ualiou. "’Arvea,” suggested 
Gooch. •* ’Arvee," snapped the other, and within half a mile of the 
atari Van Dleraan loft the track, aud steering a trns course for Bering- 
apatam disappeared into a cbolurn field. Like St. Peter, the 
Armenian "went out" and wept bitterly. Again,Vauderdecken,who for 
some time owned no rival but R«»cket. and who could always do his 
two miles Id 8:48 or so, was bought out of a buggy for $750. He swept 
the b »ard for over three years, except in handicaps, for which he was 
too well known; aud race authorities took st last to framing their 
prospectuses against him. so that towards the end of his career Rocket 
and Nancy managed often to be up sides with him. He was a very 
curions horse, both to train and steer. He trained on less food than 
any horse I have ever known; required but very little work, and al¬ 
ways looked like s rail. He won ail his races by his stride, which was 
enormous, and enabled him to steal behind his field like a shadow till, 
at some point between the half-mile from home and the half-dlstance, 
his Jockey would ease bis hands and shoot him along with a rush, at a 
turn of speed that 1 have never seen equalled In any country. When 
laid a couple of lengths or so to the good he would be steadied, aud 
would gallop home iu his stride. No further spurt coaid be got oat of 
him; and though a game horse In his way. he was not a cut and-come 
again customer, ana If tackled after his rush very likely to be beaten. 
Rocket served Her Majesty In the capacity of a wheel borae lu 
a field battery, and being cast therefrom was bought for 
$25; his lucky purchaser disposed of him for $2,500. Bat be 
was a bad spec for bis n«w owner, the paymaster of one of the 
crack Irish reglmeuts; for. tryiog to Lake the wind out of Veu- 
derdecken's sails, he loet so heavily that he took to crooked 
ways, misappropriated public money, and. was cashiered 
and sent to peoal servitude. He then passed Into the hands 
of Col. Robart# (Mr. W. W.) one of the leading turfites of the Bast, aud 
scored a host of wins. Nancy, a mare with some attempt at a pedigree, 
was bought for $350. Daring her 4 snd 5 year old career she aid great 
things, and gave such promise that Hlr Seymour Blane, with au eye to 
Cwsarewltch or Cambridgeshire, took her to England. She ran a great 
trial with a good English mare unmet) Cberte. who she beat easily, but 
breaking down soon afterwards, she was put to the stud and bos thrown 
two foals to Broomlelsw. 

The vast amount of money to be won by a really good Australian 
being made psteut by the victories of such foundling* as the above, the 
shrewder turfites began to look up the stud book of the colony, and 
soon came to the conclusion that.lnstesd of Importing English thorough¬ 
breds at the price of a King's ransom, and who afterwards had to con¬ 
cede 14 the to Australian* perhaps as well bred aa themselves, with the 
farther disadvantage of a much greater change of climate. It would be 
well to get aoraethlng really good from the colony, 
and In consequence, the deeper pursed section of the racing 
community begau to entrust the dealers who regularly brought over 
cargoes to the country with orders fora better class of horse. Even 
horse dealers have however been ere now fonndoot to he proof against 
temptation, and the anxiously looked for Importations at first consisted 
of few bat woru out, or broken down crocks. Racing men next either 
went themselves or got trustworthy agents, and a new generation 
dawoed upon the Indian tarf. A number of really first clasa horses 
were then seot over and at once began making thslr mark,scaring time 
takers hitherto mostly accustomed to Arab timing, and bring¬ 
ing quarter second watches Into vogue. Coupled with the victories of the 
two before mentioned Vans. Rocket sod Nancy tha performances of 
Favorite,Oteur d« Hon.Detrimental.Peeping Tom and Melbourne closed 
a revolution on the turf, aud one and all of these and many others so 
dssted up their English cousins that In a very few aeaeons the 14 lb al¬ 
lowance given by the latter was withdrawn and th« two cl asset now 
meet at even weights. Melbourne wee. till be broke a blood vessel, 
the best of the above, end 8:40 bis two mile time, following the 
system up, more money and larger margins were sent In the colony, 


snd those of us who raced found that If we meant to swim with the 
tide, or not confine ourselves to Arab racing, we mast dip our bands 
deeply Into our pockets, whereas previously we had looked ou pur¬ 
chasing Australians aa a lottery in which Tom hart Just as good a chance 
as Jerry, provided he was an equally good Judge of a horse. 

Colonial hreerters also begau to study the Indian market and to real¬ 
ize good prices. Zouave at £500 was followed by Darkle at £800, and 
then Bude Light came to my stable at 1.000 guineas, though, as he 
came tbroagb a go-between, tbe price obtaioed by Messrs. Fisher, the 
breeders. wa« only £900. Tn his case fortune did not favor the bold, as 
tbe sou of Fisherman burst a deep seated abscess in the elbow Just be¬ 
fore his first meeting, so that, fate, whilst I thought 
''Good, oasy man, full surely 

My greatness was a ripening. 

Nipped my fruit.*' 

And tbe calculation I had made as to the number of bags necessary to 
remove the filthy lacre I should annex—proved to have been a waste of 
time, aa I had to scratch him. The ouly trial I ever gave him was with 
the Arab, Uaby, still the best of his class; Bude Light carried 0 stone 
7 lbs.; Raby 7 stone, aud the latter gallopped on tbe race track whilst 
I sent the big horse on a training course outside It, (aud laid down 
with elephant's dung in lieu of tan) which measured 
IE) yards more. To tbe two miles which I tried 
them at. the Arab was. notwithstanding this difference, very 
nearly distanced. Next season he won his first race In a walk, bat 
whilst winning his second equally easily, he cast a plats and split bis 
foot on the bard ground. He was patched up 6 months afterwards suf¬ 
ficiently to. when half Jt, win tbe Forbes, the principal, stake* st Bom¬ 
bay. after which his foot again went against him, ana tic transit gloria 
mundi. he wts bought by Die Bombay government for stud purpoers ml 
$1,500. Following him came Satellite, who coot £50»In the colon*, 
and who. when well, held everything safe for a couple of years, snd 
lastly Kingcraft, who last season started 9 times at all distances, snd 
out of them won eight races, and ran a dead heal for the ninth. His 
time# and performances are superior to those of any of his predecess 
ora and so very first-class that his owner. Goat. Davidson, or the 16th 
Urocers, has lust jtoken him to XnglaoA Arhere he was to load toil 
t&oum. T* reUiNjhs. therefore, to be seoWl whether Me i»< * farmer 
cannot equal those of Preakneee,' Mate, and the other distinguished 
Americans with whom Mr. Sandford has In vain tried to trend in the 
patba of Prior. Prioress. Starke. Umpire and Optimist of the Ten- 
Hrockian era. It cannot be claimed that Kingcraft Is as good a horse as 
Fishhook, the Barb. Lady Manners Sutton, Fire Works, or many other 
Australians who have never left the colony. Still he is a good horse, 
and I should sav decldely superior to tbe Australian mare Motile A., 
at present in this country, and a meeting between hiaama the represen¬ 
tative of "Advance Aastralia" and any or Mr. Sandfora 7 * string, cannot 
bat be interesting. 

I believe the climate of Aastralia to be the best In tbe world for horse 
raising. Their three or four year old stock Is far beUer furnished, and 
more matured than those I have seen here or In Eogland. Tbe 
under bred lot that were formerly sent to India were tricky, currish, and 
soft; but all that has been changed, and the thorough or half bred stock 
now sent over is first-class. They are a very sound breed of horsee. 
and are especially good about shoulders, hocks, legs and feet. They 
have not the barrel or back ribs of an Arab, and the commoners are apl 
to run Into ewe necks and coarse beads.ro that as these are the most tak 
ing points to the eye, and those In which sn Arab shines. It Is no won¬ 
der that the colonels of many of the English cavalry reglmeote will not 
allow their officers to ride any but Arab chargers, where, however, 
great speed is required, as In tbe horse artillery, almost all ranks as 
well as the teams are horsed by Australians. 

Besides for fist racing, Australia provides India with a splendid class 
of steeplechasers, amongst which I have seen many quite able to cop* 
with those of any breed over really stiff country. They are big, bold 
fast, aud clever fencers, a matter of congratulation when 
it is borne In mind that In India tbe ground is. dur 
lag the racing season, as bard os brick, and that a fall over fences at 
racing pace Is apt to be serious. Madras is withont doubt tbe home of 
Indian steeple chasing, a fact due to the presence there, for tho lost 
twelve veers, of such a sporting regiment as the Sixteenth Lancers, and 
a number of hard riding ertlllerymeu. whilst the Queen's infantry 
regiments stationed In that "benighted" Presidency (as it Is termed in 
other parts of India), have also furnished of late years a respectable 
cross country cont ucent. At tbe Bangalore steeple chase zneetlug of 
1870, os many as 16 horses turned ont to do battle for a race, and that Is 
I believe the largest number that has ever started for a cross country 
event Id the East. Frequently quite a phenomenal Jumper Is met with 
amongst Australian*, the bestot each that I ever saw waa Albourne 
owned by a brother officer of mine. When quite new to the business 
It being either the first or second time that he had started, his Jockey. 
Capt. Brough of tbe R. H A., who waa riding a waiting race with him. 
saw five horses go to grief at the big doable in front of him ; he had 
but one chance: that of putting on ail steam, which he did. aud tbe colt 
flew the lot. The double, or "Tn and out." as it Is sometimes called, is 
a notoriously large one. being a 24 foot space between two walls about 
four feet high, and It is hsrdly necessary to a a/ that such a feat as 
Capt. Brough • has never been attempted there before or since. 

Australians average about 15 8 In height, and range in price 
from $400, which aura will procure a good charger, hack oi 
carriage horae, to 5 or 6 thousand dollars, at which figures, however 
Inglianmen are generally the sellere and their Aryan brethren buyers.

KDtTon Chicago Fiild: — In my wanderings through the country I 
stopped off at this place, and of coarse made Immediate enquiries as to 
horsey matters. In which this city has a reputation larger ones may 
well envy. 1 soon learned that Smith Bro*.' stable waa the horsemen's 
beadqusrters. and arrived there Just lo time to inspect a string or fif¬ 
teen superb carriage horsee—not one under 16 bands—with whtch Mr. 
John 8mlth was Just starting for New York. They were a grand lot. 
with style and action equal to any I have seen for a long time, and bad 
been picked up here and there by the Smiths, who have done quite an 
extensive business In the shipping line, averaging one or two car loads 
every month for the last eight years. 

A walk through the stables revealed a stock of livery horses 
far above the average and In tbe rear of these I found 
several box suits containing as nice a lot of fast trotters as a 
roan wonld ask to look at, together with several promising green ones 
which will be heard of later I noticed also a very finely put up bay 
•talllon. eixteen and a half hands, that turned ont to be Hambtetonian 
Clay, a recent purchase by tbe use of which the Mmlths confidently ex 
pact to Increase tbe number of fine horse* iu this section. If this horse 
gets colts equal to himself hi- owner* will reap a rich harvest, for he la 
withont doubt the flnset pattern of a stock bores on the line of the 
Michigan Boothern roll road, and ahoold command a good patronage 


from those Interested In breeding blooded stock. 
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Lates Turf Gossip from England. 

[From our Resident Correspondent.] 

London, Eng., Jan. 18,1877. 

The recent alterations by the Jockey Club of onr raciug laws are al¬ 
ready commencing to tell; the increased (ax for tbe privilege of run¬ 
ning horses under an assumed name has been the means of canning 
many well known noms de court to be cast aside. It may surprise some 
to discover that George Crook, bookmaker, owoer«aud commission 
agent, was only avell.nla real name beiugG. Krukenberg. under which 
be will for the future carry ou his turf auairs. Mr. R. Jordloe. owner of 
many celebrated racers. Including the noble Pretender, likewise de¬ 
clines paying 25 guineas for the right to call himself Mr. "Johnstone." 
The Increase of fee to 25 gniueas, whether for better or worse, is any¬ 
thing but a popular move, aud certaiuly does not appear to possess the 
merit of equity. If assumed names are to be depneatort at all. why 
legalize them for Just those whose wealth or extensive speculation ren 
ders their purchase a mere bagatelle? Why mould a man who may 
breed one or two horsee every year be made to pay so high a anm aa a 
phouy for keeping them under a veil as a u*an who makes racing almost 
or quite a profession. Depend upon it these exclusive laws of exclusive 
bodies often cause more dishonesty and chicanery than they atop. 

It Is stated that Couut Lagrange has refused £12.0UO for Chamant, 
notwithstanding tbe fact that the horse does not read nearly so well on 
paper for the big races as did Petrarch about this same time laat year. As 
Chamant and his stable companion, tbe mysterious Beaorepaire have 
both wintered well and are horses of no ordinary merit. It will be found 
good business to refrain from taking liberties with either. 

Tbe Hampton Jlasco at Saodown Park rankies even yet in the throats 
of unfortunate backers; but it la to be hoped the explanatory letter 
from bla trainer published In tbe sporting press will finally lay the 
ghost. Mr. Peck declares the horse was ridden In bla trial by his 
owner, that be lost. and that It was supposed be could not act in 
heavy ground; the Russley trainer further states that he ouly backed 
him for a modest “fiver," -just for the sake of a bet," and that the 
owner “bad not a shJQing on." . 

The .publication of the entrioa of the Spring will cause (very little 
•peculation till the haudlcapper shall have mode known his task. The 
City and Suburban.'of 15 eova. each. teM forfeit, and tWe only if 
declared by noon on January 30. has filled with 127 subscribers, foul 
only of these are "aged" ana nine eixes, the remainder being fives, 
fours and threes. 

Tbe great Metropolitan contains tbe excellent entry of sixty-two 
considering the few horses that can stay two and a half miles. Tbe 
Lincolnshire has 122—twenty more than last year; tbe Increasing pop¬ 
ularity of this great handicap Is perhaps solely to be accounted for by 
the alteration of the old dnugeroas course into a straight mile. Why 
this race Is not even better supported is a riddle no meaua easy to see 
through; the added money Is 1.000 sovs , while that of the City and

be three-year-olds engaged in tne Lincolnshire are of rather a moder¬ 
ate calibre. The honor or top weight must rest between the six-year 
old Controversy, tbe winner Inst year, and the four-year old Petrarch; 
their performances should bring them pretty tight together, and should 
either the one or the other receive a concession anything over two and 
thirty ounces, my advice is back that horse without delay.

Tbe lougest 
priced one waa the bar gelding Alfonso, a fine sty )e of weight carrier, 
the price of this was 810 guioeas. Liverpool, the celebratea show yard 
crack, was also disposed of. for his owner. Mr. U. Barker, of Mafton, 
tho last hid was £147, nothing like his value. Liverpool is one of our 
heat show horses, many good Judges considering him almost faultless In 
shape and make, while bis manner and paces are absolute perfection: 
he Is a rich bay with black points, 7 years old by Spoon Stealer ont or 
a mare by Augur, grandam by Wild Hero—his looks and bis pedigree 
being aa good as each other.

This was shout the mid¬ 
dle of the month, snd both horses went Into regular exercise prepara¬ 
tory. against the day set for the race, the 31st. It was anticipated the 
horses would go to sleigh, but the snow fast disappeared, yet there 
might have been enough had Itoot rained on the 80th. that finished It— 
leaving the street with about two Inches of slush and mud cover¬ 
ing it. Much interest In this trot wss exhibited 

by our citizens. both horses snd owners being well-known. 

At the appointed hoar the avenue was thickly lined with 

rig* of all kiu<W fully occupied, snd the stdewslks were full of people 
ou foot. Lillie or no betting was being indulged lu; general opinion 
seemed to be in favor of Jackson. At the hour, the horses were on 
hand before sulkies. Bugeue Rood held the lines over Jackson, aud a 
Mr Brown, of Racine, had Billy in hand—the drivers were both pro¬ 
fessionals. Judges were chosen,and stationed themselves at the ends of 
the course. Jackson won the first beat seemingly wP.hout mnch of an 
effort—coming out about a quarter of a block ahead - making the 
dl-lance a* could be guessed in about *1:80.

Sale or Blood Stock at Tatters all's.— The letting of the Glasgow 
stallions, despite the fact that the event has lost a great deal of t he inter¬ 
est of other days, caused a considerable company to assemble at Albert 
Gate ou Monday last. These s'alllous at one time let wonderfully well, 
but of late such has not beeu the case; aud on thin occasion but three 
of these graud big boued sires (aud they are the best iu the country 
for getting hunters, etc.), were lei, although eleven were offered. Of 
these the highest price was obtained for the good looking Locksley, by 
Tox-'uhollte out of Miss Sarah, who at 220g*. was taken into Glouce* 
tersbire by Mr. Constable. Rapid Rhone at IftOgs. goes to Mr. Blssctl, 
the Master of the Devon and Somerset staghnund*. and Ibe brother to 
Rapid Rhone will be located at Truro. Mr. Oliver giving 70gs. for him. 
Last year Mr. George Payne obtained from Mr. Chaplin 350g*. for 
Make Haste, on this occasion he. however, ouly realised 2-Wcs., aud 
goes back to bis home of two seasons ago, Mr. Barrett's, at Pudavon. 
near Totuee. wonderful accounts coming from the west 
country as to the stock of the son of Tom Bowline; he 
is certainly a remarkably nice horse In addition to the 
letting of the Glasgow stallions, the stud of a firm, racing under the 
name of Mr. Holdawav was disposed of. aud some ve*y good-looking 
two-year-olds they hud to offer; of these oue of the most promising 
was Framboise, a very raclng-ilke filly, with, however, somewhat 
straight shoulders, by Kingcraft out of the dam of Miss Mansfield aud 
other winners, who was lakeu by Mr. Hollingsworth, a decided 
bargain at 175gs. Mr. R. Porter purchased for 400g*. a half sister to 
Advance (who cost 220g*. at Doncaster), aud & filly by Hermit out of 
Lady Durham for 135;;*. Most of these youngsters were purchased at 
Doncaster, and the profits ou their sale bus been sufficient to pay for 
their keep. Mr. Audersoo was rather a large buyer, betaking the thiee- 
year-old Gloxaula for tiUgs. Littleton, two-years-old, by Pax. for 
4&ga.: Garter Kiug. two-years old, by Knight or the Garter, for lOOge.; 
Revoke, the aged sou of Parmesau. who has been put to jumping, for 
105ga.; aud Telecom be, a big fine two-year-old coll, by Knight of the 
Garter out of Perdition, by The Cure, for 380gs., uearly twice the money 
given for him at Doncaster. 

Knight of St. Patrick.— We hear that one of our best jadffea in¬ 
tends to send four mares u» this horse, who bus been strangely ueg 
(acted bp breeders, considering what his stock have done. For the lust 
three or four years he baa bad very few mares, and yet bis stock have 
won this season over £2,500. and without a two year old. His winners, 
seven In number, three, four, five and six year* old. have won twenty- 
five races, and Queen of the Bees Is one of ttfft most heanllful mere* on 
the turf; and Moslem, one of his first foal*, divided the Two Thousaod 
Guineas with Formosa. Except King Tom aud Knight of Kars, he is 
tbe only son of Pocahontas (dam of Htockwelt. Rataplan, and Kiug 
Tom), now at the stud, and one of the finest and freshest horses to be 
seen among our stallions. His owner will put eight or teu mares to him 
this seasou again.— Sporting Gazette. 

A discussion has arisen In Engluud regarding the horse supply for 
military purposes. What with the mobilizations of immense armies 
on the continent of Europe, the number of aulmale required for omni¬ 
buses, tramways and cabs, the equiue supply is so far exhausted that 
Ibe government demand at Its price of Turly-two guineas ($220) for 
three-year olds has not been responded to. It Is generally concuded 
that Canada aud the Western States must be looked to for a supply. 
Blooded, weight-carrying hunters must be Imported from the Blue 
Grass region of Kentucky, where are to be found descendants of Me* 
Hunger. Priam, Glencoe. Margrave, Trauby aud strains of the best blood 
in the English stud book. _ 

Racing circles are much exercised over the proposed resolution sub¬ 
mitted by Lord Falmouth excluding foreign bred foals, three and 
two-year olds from weight for age races, unless such horse* are bred iu 
countries which admit British horses on equal terms Hitherto Eng 
lish racing bus been conducted on free trade principles- that is. open 
to all nationalities. French bred horses have frequently carried off the 
choicest prize* of the British turf. Notwithstanding this the French 
Jockey Club has persisted in debarring British horses from similar 
privileges. Lord Falmouth writes a letter laying the case before the 
public and praising the United States as the sole exception to the rule 
of exclusiveness._ 

The Gold Cup at Ascot, with its £1.000 of added money, ha* 30 
subscriptions, of which those of Mr. Drake. Mr. Gomm. Mr. Jar- 
dine. Lord Lascelles. aud Lord Koseherry. are sealed. Among the thirty 
horses named are Conmassie, Kisber. Petrarch, the speedy Skylark, 
Charon, the giant Wild Tommy who may have Ailed out and im¬ 
proved enough to turn the tables on Petrarch. Hampton. Nougat, Ca- 
mella, Roseberry, Pine Ida, Kill who wou six of the richest races in 
France last year with the exception of the Graud Prix. Old Lilian and 
New Holland. If but a moiety of these get together ou the day of the 
race, there will be collected as flue a field of horses a* ever faced a 
starter; we would that we could be there to gloat over the battle of the 
giants. 

The Criterion stake* has forty four subscribers, and ha* some rare 
blood and fashion on its lists, since the establishment of the Middle 
Park Plate this race has oot been the criterion of tbe two-year old form 
as in tbe days of yore, aud It will probably be less so now thAt the 
Dewhurst Plate is established. Miss Toto, Garterly, Bell and Clan- 
rouald were not of the quality of Flageolet, or be of Pero Gomez, 
Achievement or Lord Lyon. 

The New Stake* at Ascot, won of late years by such clinker* as Gallo- 
pin. Eccosals, Marie Stuart, Corisande, etc., ha* 75 subscription* from 
tbe chief racing stables of tbe land, and tbe most noble blood will run 
iu the veins of tbe contestants. The yellow aud black that showed in 
front ou Marie Stuart, and the fleet roarer Belladrum. may again be to 
the fore, as tbe Duke of Westminster has a pair of the creme d* la creme 
entered. 

Among the dark colts that are entered and being trained for 
the Derby Is Holardor by Vermout out of La Bosnue. and consequently 
own brother to the famous Botard. If he is anything like his renowned 
brother he ought to make matters warm for even Cbamant for the Blue 
Riband. Mr. Hanford haa two dark ones In both Two Thousand snd 
Derby, viz: Kgolial by Bay wood-Bar-Ring and Brown Prince by 
Le xington — Britannia. 

There are a good many high priced ones as yearlings that have ar¬ 
rived at the age of three years without losing the bloom from off their 
maldeu reputations; among them we may inentino Sidonla (2.400g#.), 
Central Fire (l.QOQga.), filiations (1.2U0 ge.). Pellegrino (1.600 gs.), 
Gleo Arthur (1.800 gs.). Heller Skelter (1.180 gs.) Home of these have 
lot yet faced the starter, but other* have, and the fact Is palpable that 
llko does not always beget like, aa far as price paid and prizes won are 
coocerned. 

The fact that the seven winners of the deceased Ssccharwnetsr daring 
the year 1878 were all five year olds, is curious, and strung evidence 
that his get will stand the wear and tear of traluing. There are frw 
sires that can boot of three or even two five year old wlnnsrs; but 
oven! Tbe breeders are sweet on the Sweetmeat blood over there as 
represented by Macaroni Let some of them look after Vanderdecken,

In the Chester cup which, with 
84 Ibe up, he wm winning easily when he broke hi* leg, yet xnauaged 
to hobble in second (ou three legs) to Knight of the Garter. His owner 
thought so much of him that he was saved and put to the stud; at 
which, however, he has aa yet failed to make a mark.

112 lbs.: Breech-loader, 10.4 lbs.; Llris, 
102 lbs.; Telescope, 96 lb*.; Lacy, 93 lbs.; Coveoauler. 88 lbs.,seem well 
in on tbeir beat form; Claremont, if be will ran kindly, ought to win 
outright.

The Manchester Cup to be ruo for, at tbe Manchester Summer meet¬ 
ing is to have £l.oou clear added to it in addition to the sweep¬ 
stakes. No wonder some of the old fashioued races, with their paltry 
£100 or £200 added money, are poorly patronized. 

The owuer of Twiue the Plaiden did not appreciate the appreciation 
of his filly by the handicappera who scored her at 114 lbs, second among 
the four-year olds for the Lincolnshire baudicap four-year olds.

Seedy Toe. 

Seedy toe is the name given to a disease of the feet, in which there 
is a separation of the horny from the sensitive lutnluic of tbe wall of 
horses’ hoof*. The name is not a very scientific one. hut a very ex¬ 
pressive oue, like a great many other* that were given to different dis¬ 
ease* by the veterinary surgeons of former day*. Many of the names 
of disease* retaiued to this day were suggested to the old surgeons by 
the appearance of the disease as It existed at the time of their exam¬ 
ination of It, and fouud expression iu the English lan¬ 
guage iu commonplace, every-day phraseology, instead of 
coujuriug up some technical term, oftentimes almost un 
pronmincttble by the masses, iu the utterance of which the future scien¬ 
tific student would take delight iu his attempt* to impre-s upon the 
minds of hi* less favored associates the fact of hi* superior education. 
In seedy toe there is a refrognde degeneration of tbe horny laminit, be¬ 
ginning usually at the toe aud exteudiug upwards between the wall 
and tbe sensitive part* of the foot, severing the connection and de¬ 
stroying the bond of union between them. We may notice a dry, brittle 
appearance to tbe hoof In front as our first intlmutiou that something is 
wrong; on removing the shoe we find a lot of dry, mealy horn at the 
toe which is easily picked aud crumbled down, ft sometime* takes the 
form of suppuratlou.when a black ichorou» pu* is secreted.but generally 
it is iu the form of dry gangrene which is due to interrupted uutrition; 
the wall gradually succumb* to the advancement of the gangrene till U 
becomes quite tbiu, sometime* remaining only in shred-. As we said 
before it usually commence* at the toe uud extends onward, sometimes 
right up to the coruU' t and even to the extent of causing absorption of 
tbe bone. The sensitive luinitne assume a spongy iuseuslble condition. 

The causes may be set down as anything that can 
interfere with and thereby cause an interruption of nutri¬ 
tion. It is u common consequence to lamlnitls and is 
ofteu au accompaniment to pumiced feet; or It uiay 
exist without auy other concomitant thau simply contracted feet; hut 
it is always a sequel to some other abnormal condition; it never exists 
a* a bond ,tld* 'primary disease ; it l* a couseqaence result lug from a 
couditlou which is the effect of certain cause* that deprive the part* of 
their natural functions, consequently nutrition I* interfered with, a 
perverted secretion follows, and a* nutrition diminishes, u retrograde 
degeneration of substance cosue*, terminating In gangrene; in other 
word*, when the whole or apart of a living orgauism l* deprived of its 
requisite amount and quality of food it become* unhealthy, 
starves aud dies. When seedy toe follows chronle laminins, 
the manner In which it cotne* about 1* a* follows—inflammation of the 
laintuie is succeeded by effuslou which harden* into u seuilcarllUgiu- 
ous substance which to a greater or less extent rut* off the communi¬ 
cation between the homy and *eusitlve laminie and with it the supply 
of nutriment, all of which comes through the blood; and the blood 
vessels that supply this part emerge from the o* pedis (coffin bone) 
through minute foramina and ramify through the *eusitlve laminie, 
and the horny lamina: being iutimatuly dovetailed with the sensitive 
derive their nutriment by Imbibition; and this hardened effusion being 
more abundaut at the to4l* sufficient reason for Ibe tnealy degeneration 
to take place from that (Mint. Its being contemporary with mauy other 
dlseusea conditions of the feet is probably due to the fever causing a 
diminution of nutriment to the whole foot giving rise to atrophy and 
contraction of ail parte. These may act sometimes as predisposing 
causes only, then the exciting cause* may be battering over pavements 
or macadamized roads; this ract may explain why seeay toe is so rarely 
seen in country part*, but ic more confined to cltle* and places where 
macadamized roads are common. But another exciting cause is the 
wounding of the toe by hammering lu tightly to the hoof the clip on 
the toe of the shoe, which we often see done after the shoe is nailed on 
to the foot. 

The treatment consist* lu removing the shoe,paring away freely all de¬ 
tached and diseased horn, lay the surface entirely bare, poultice for a 
while to soften the part*, theu dress It with Ur or carbolic acid or oil 
of one of tbe acid to eight or ten of oil; apply a bar shoe and drive 
nails Into sound liorn only; stimulate tbe coronet by mild blistering 
and keep lbs hoof soft either by occasional poultices or wet swabs; If 
any granulation* spring up. suppress them with caustics. In tbe coarse 
of a few month* a now hoof will have grown out. Remove all cause in 
the form of other lesions and promote a healthy growth of the whole 
foot and the lerniination will be satisfactory.

Any man who In any manner whatever 
receives compensation for his services in the ball Held is a professional 
ball player, aud us such should be distinguished from tbe muu who 
plays ball, buwoecelves no further compensation for his time given than 
the pleasure. Tbe one is an amateur aud plays tbe game because he 
loves it for itself, the otucr is a profeeeionut because be so far pro¬ 
fesses to piay ball as to have a price for bis services lu tbe Held. Tbe 
price may uot be lu cash, as a payment for playing ball, but may be. as 
in the text ou which we spesk. paid fur by some other work which the 
man Is given to secure his services as a ball player and which be would 
uot have otherwise obltiued. The ostensible work is subservient to 
the ball playing aud is suspended when the man's services are required 
in the ball deld. Now this man Is playing the game uL an 
advantage over tbe amateur; f.*r the latter bos to gain bis skill as heal 
ho m ly. and at such limes an the work, which obtalus biin bis llviug. 
Will permit, whilst tbe former makes his dally bread more secure by de¬ 
voting time to the acquirement of skill at the game. 

The spirit of emulation Is strong with every true man. or woman for 
that matter, aud uu one likea to he excelled at any game by h\s equal, 
that is. by one who had no better opportunities than himself; If he is 
excelled he us a mail feels himself inferior hut admits the superiority 
on the merits ol the case, aud accepts bis rival to be a more talented 
pluvt-r. tiut when he Is bea eu by a man who has every opportunity to 
acquire skill, he feels that he is not beaien upon the merits of the case 
but by the force of circumstances, aud that he hits not hud a 
fair showiug. Hu feels that It is hard Lbat he should 
be put down lu the same category us tbe other and us by a long wsy his 
inferior, when really there is uo flue of measurement betweeu them. 

Base ball is becoming day by day more popular, aud as our employ¬ 
ing classes open ibeir eyes to the advantages of less drudgery aud more 
relaxation to their help it will make even more rapin advances. It Is 
Attii.g then that this line be drawu, so that tbe lover of the sport, the 
amateur, may ptay oguiust professionals knowing that he is playing 
agniust men who because of tbeir opportunities, should be superior to 
him.

Long Ranges. 

In our last issue we tried to demonstrate why tbe National Rifle As¬ 
sociation of Great Britain had determined upon reducing tbe possibili¬ 
ty of a full score at the third close or short rauges, whilst they Increased 
tbe possibility at the mid ranges and left tbe long ranges in statu quo. 
We will try on this occasion to show our readers that the same Idea of 
practical utility has guided them in each instauce. 

According to modern European warfare,the advance of an enemy lalu 
a gradually cxieuding order. At distances of 1.200 yards or so from the 
enemy the troop® remain lu open, or more generally In quarter, column 
for the purpose of brigade aim divisional monnmvrfiig; the first advance 
is made by tbe advaudug columns detaching from ibe maiu body first 
skirmishers and then supports who advance through tbe mid ranges 
in groups and In full extei ded order us they draw ueurer the enemy. 
At the short rauges tbe mark I* uot even a single mail, but such por¬ 
tions of a single man that Is left exposed from cover. At the mid ranges 
where the men are In group*, a larger front is open to the aim end 
the entire vital portiou Is exposed lo ihe enemy'* Are. At lunger ranges 
where the groups are closed up luto section* aud subdivision* and these 
again are merged iuto the original columns the object offered to the 
marksman 1* nut a head elbow, knee, shoulder or some such small 
portion nor Is H au entire man or group of men, bot 
it is a mass of men the mere striking of which i§ the desired end. It 
could be therefore no advantage to practice at a sliver dollar when the 
game lo be shot at will offer a mark ns bigas a man's head. The bull's 
eve of Ibe mid range has been increased to a 94 inch square, because 
the frontage allowauce(in the British army at iea*t)per man ia 24 inches:

To check this tendency the center 
and toner have been reduced so as to make a man try his best or to in 
crease the chances of a haphazard mark-man to score outer*. At first 
sight ibis may uot seem to hove any very great force, hut when one 
brings to mind the msrksmau'e extra pay in the army and tbe bonua 
for tbe best man of the company and of a regi¬ 
ment, and the rich prizes annually offered at W imbledon aud minor 
meet lugs, the destination of which have often to be decided on a 
majority of outers Inners and centers on tie score*, tbe rensou will be 
better understood. For tbe sake of IIIih ration: H I* an old slobberer 
'ullsflcd with the law of chances aud with hilling the target. A Is a 
hard working industrlou* young marksman anxious to make tbe best 
possible use of his ammunition;

B ha* slobbered hap hazard and has hit the bull's eye oftener than A 
but has also hit the outer twice, but hard working A has never dropped 
into the outer and is consequently awarded the prize, for making a bet¬ 
ter average. The loug range targets are left aloue simply because there 
would be no advantage gained iu changing them The practical utility 
of loug range practice Is so very small and would ouly be available 
against, batteries of artillery, bold recounoitriug parties, or columns of 
the enemy, and only then wher** the distances were known aud the 
enemy stationary. Long range practice is entirely dependent on the 
knowledge of the distance of the object from yoii; given the distance 
and your crack* may get on their backs sciew up their vernier*, ndjunt 
their back sight®, aud after a long aim, may bluze away with great suc¬ 
cess, unless tne object aimed at has moved 50 yurd* forward*, to the 
rear, or to one aide whilst they were adjusting that vernier, when a 
clean miss of a *lx foot high object would result. 

Long range practice will be of no real practical ntlllty In the field 
until a cheap, pocketahle. wear-and tear, handy Instrument, ia invented 
for the InstaiitaneouH judging of distance. It is true that Capt. Ponte, 
of the British army, is said to have invented such a machine; but as we 
have beard of no public or general demonstration of its utility, we have 
to accept It as a fact that it trill not work in practice. 

Again we say. geutlemen marksmen.we area practical nation of bard 
woralug men, follow lug in our daily occupation* pursuits that are iu 
some way or other useful; let u* not, then, allow ourselves in our 
marksmanship to run into tbe other extreme, and practice only at that 
which will not help u* one whit In our tussles with the enemies of our 
nation, or with the beasts of the field.

How They Dispose op Stray Dogs at Cardiff.— Last week, ou ac- 
count of the prevalence of rabies iu the neighborhood, a number of 
stray dogs, which bad been captured by the police. In accordau- u with 
a public notice recently issued by the town-clerk of Cardiff, w«-re des¬ 
troyed. It was. at first, intended to kill them by poison, bat this inode 
of executlou was abandoned, and they were shot. Only ntougrels, 
however, were pat to death, all the well-bred animals that had been 
seised, being, wltbont exception, claimed by their respective owners. 
At Canton ihe police inspector received orders to destroy llie dogs 
which he had kept confined. He bought some small glass phluis, each 
of which contained about two drops of prussic acid. A policeman held 
each dog by the back of the neck whilst another held Ihe jaw open. A 
gentleman, who chanced to be present, dropped into the open jaws of 
the animals in turn the contents of one of the phials. In the 
case of a large retriever a couple of minutes, it Is 
stated, elapsed after the poison had been administered 
before It dlea. A small poodle died in about a quarter of a minute, 
whilst it was being held. On all tbe dogs poisoned the same effects 
were produced, viz.: a very violent gasping immediately after swal¬ 
lowing tbe poison, which, when the animal was placed upon the ground, 
"wasfollowed for a second or two by piercing shrieks, us if from a 
human being in mortal agony." A number of dogs was also destroyed 
in the same manner at Roath, another police station in the Cardiff dis¬ 
trict, ou the same day as the above. At Llandaff, also, on account of a 
dog having been found affected with rabies, au order was issued, under 
the powers delegated to maL’istrate* by the Dogs Act. 1871, to the effect 
"all dogs within tbe said division not being under tbe coutrol of any 
person shall be kept confined until the first day of March next, and all 
dogs found at large in contravention of this order shall be seized by 
the police and destroyed, subject to the provisions of the said Act.—

THE CAME LAW. 

The draft of the game law, published in our last issue, for 
reasons deemed advisable, has been amended as follows: 

Section 1,19th line, the words "or having in possession” 
are inserted after the word "destroying" and before "of." 
At the end of section I are added the words "and any game, 
guns, dogs or implements, taken as aforesaid, may be sold 
in the same manner as goods taken on a writ of attachment 
or execution, and any game so seized may be sold in the 
manner provided for the sale of perishable property." 

Section II is amended by having section V incorporated 
as a part of section II. 

In section IV iD second line from end, after the word 
"days" is inserted the words “this fine shall be additional 
to the fine imposed by section one (I) for each bird, fowl or 
animal caught or killed." At the end of the section are add¬ 
ed “all nets traps or implements may be sold as goods taken 
on writ of attachment or execution, and any game so seized 
may be sold in the manner provided for the sale of perisha¬ 
ble property taken as aforesaid." 

To section VII at the end is added " under a penalty of 
fifty dollars for each offense and a fine of twenty-five dollars 
for each bird or fowl killed.” , „ 

To section VIII, at the end of the third line from Ihe end 
of the section, after the word "land," is added the words 
"one at each corner thereof, and the balance of the number 
placed as aforesaid." 

Sectiou IK is amended by striking out the word not 
in the next to the last line, and at the end of the section 
are added the words "or right lo possession."

Lex to L. L. Palmer. 

Editor Chicago Field: —It is a real pleasure to me that 
my article of Jnn. 6th has provoked criticism by so able a 
jurist as Mr. Palmer seems to be. I think, bovever, that 
the term "thief,” ns used in the extract referred to, can 
hardly have the offensive meaning he seems to attuch to it. 
Perhaps the word wus unfortunate. Perhaps I might have 
better said, and in better taste, that the person killing the 
game and taking it away took tbut which did not belong to 
him, but to the land owuer. Theft comprises a wilful! and 
clandestine taking of that which the taker knows is unotber 
man's property, and therefore the epithet thief is not teebni- 
:allv correct. 

Mr. Palmer's second proposition is that, by the common 
law of England, now in force in Illinois, the game killed by 
a trespasser is the trespasser’s property, and not that of the 
land owner. I beg leave to refer him to the following 
authority: 

Lake, in his treatise on game laws, says: "And it was held 
in Rough's case (Surrey Lent assizes 1771)) by all the Judges 
on a second conference in Easier term, 1779, that the con¬ 
viction for stealing a pheasant, value 40s., of the goods and 
chattels of H. 8.. was bad; for in cases of lurceny of ani- 
mals /era; natura, the indictment must show tbut they were 
either dead, tame or contined—otherwise they must be pre¬ 
sumed to be in their natural state.” 2 East P. C. 607. 
Again: "This right to the property in game rations soli is 
exemplified in the case of Sutton vs. Moody, 1 Ld. Raymond 
250, where it is stated that if a man starts game on another’s 
private ground aod kills it there, the property belongs to 
him on whose ground it was killed, because it was started 
there, the property arising ratione noli; whereas, if after 
being sturled there, it is killed on the ground of a third 
person, the property belongs not to the owner of the first 
grounds, because the property is local—nor yet to the 
second, because it was not started on bis soil, but it vests in 
the person who started and killed it, though guilty of a 
trespass against both owners." ‘ These distinctions came 
before the House of Lords in the recent case of Blades vs. 
Higgs 34 L. I., C. P. 286, when the proposition wasdeclured 
to be correct; but, as to the second, (which was not necessary 
for the decision) one learned Lord threw out doubts as to its 
correctness. The judgments of the Lord Chancellor and 
other law Lords are especially worthy of perusal, and point 
out that, when the old writers speak of a qualified right 
of property in animals few nature, whilst wild, 
the word property really means nothing more than the 
exclusive right to kill and appropriate th, m, that, when 
killed by a wrong doer, they become the property of the 
land owner, and the subject of an action of trover, though 
not of an indictment for lurceny. if the killing and taking 
are one conLiuous act, because that is in the nature of severing 
apart of the realty rather than the taking of a personal 
ehittel. A distinction which does not hold if the taking 
and killing are separate and distinct, as for instance, if 
wrong-doer A. killed the animal, and wrong-doer B., some 
time after, took it away animo furandi, the dead animal 
would then have become a chattel, and an indictment (as we

Again it is well known, that in England, if a gentleman 
asks you to come to his place to spend a week or more in 
shooting, the game, by custom, is not yours. You may be 
presented with some braces of birds to send to your friends 
in London, but the great body of (he game which nmy have 
fallen to your gun goes to the game dealer for your enter¬ 
tainers profit. A permission given to you to shoot for 
pleasure does not give you the game you kill. Locke (p 0 
basing his opinion on the case of Wickham vs. Hawker, 7 M & 
W., 63, and Munwood, (107 and 108), says: “If there be a 
personal license to an individual to hunt at his pleasure, he 
cannot take away, for his own use, the game killed." The 
grant of a license to hunt at his pleasure, in writing, must 
embrace either, a license which shall include his servants, 
or the right to carry away the game for hie own use, in or¬ 
der to authorize him to have the ownership of the dead 
game. Now these decisions grow out of the common law 
rights in game, arising rntione soli, the conditions existing 
in Illinois; for, as I take it, no man has game rights in Illi¬ 
nois bv grant or franchise of a king. In other words the 
decisions which I refer to are derived not from English stat¬ 
utes but from English common law; und are, therefore, ap : 
plicable lo game in Illinois, since (he Illinois farmer holds 
his title to adult game in its wild State only ratione soliti e 
by ownership of the land.) 

One of the existing game laws, now in force in England 
is to the effect, that any person owning the right to shoot 
over land, just as any Illinois farmer does on his land may 
himself or by his servants, if the trespasser on his land has 
recently killed game in his possession, demand the game and 
on refusal lake it by force. (See 1 and 2 Will. 4 c. 32 $ 36). 
Now, while this provision is derived from statute rather 
than common law, and while any part of the common law 
may be abridged or otherwise altered by statute the coex¬ 
istence of the common law, as stated above, and’ the statu¬ 
tory provision above mentioned, show that the English 
courts regard them both as of force and not inconsistent. 

All or these decisions seem to me to have rested, amongst 
other things, upon two maxims of law. 1st, That to com¬ 
mit a trespass for the purpose of taking a thing away for 
a profit, is not lawful. 2d, That a man may not be allowed 
to profit by wrong doing. This may not be the terms of the 
maxims, and it may be that they are convertible forms of 
the same maxim. 

Now, |f Mr. A. tresspassing upon Mr. B.'s premises, is to 
be allowed to carry off the game when he killed it, then it is 
evident that a wrongdoer is allowed to get a profit out of 
his wrong doing, and that is just what he is after when he 
steals. I think Mr. Palmer will agree with me that this 
would not accord very well wilh public policy, to say noth¬ 
ing of any higher considerations.

who, tome tlmo after, finds the dead game, and doing to 
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commits only a technical fault, if he takes it away, com¬ 
mits a larceny. If,therefore.the first irespasser.who,besides 
the offence of appropriating another iiiuu'b property to his 
own use, mustcommit another offence as a necessary prere¬ 
quisite, offends less in law than the other who commits only 
one of the offences, the distinction does not rest on moral 
grounds, but upon technical. The technical grounds are, 
that "the killing and taking are one continuous act, because 
that act is in the nature of severing the realty, rather than 
the taking of a personal chattel.” If, therefore, the man 
who carries off dead game which he happens to find while 
innocently walking through my land commits a larceny, it 
is hard for the common mind to see how the greater crimi¬ 
nal who adds trespass lo the carrying off, is upon moral 
grounds any better than the thief, 

Mr. P., as I understand him, seems to think that the fran¬ 
chise of a “forest," a "park," or a "warren” is wrought by 
the operation of the common law in England, and uses it as 
argument against the operation of the common law in Illi¬ 
nois. It seems to me, und I say it with great respect for his 
legal lore, that such franchises are not creations of the com¬ 
mon law, but are the gifts of the king. Nor have these 
franchises any relation to the common law in tbeir deriva¬ 
tion other than as the king's right lo make the grant may 
have been derived from the common law. 

"The C’harta de Foresta, 9 Hen. Ill, A D. 1225, confirmed 
Ed. I, A.D. 1290, and declared by Lord Coke lo be merely 
declaratory of the common law, was passed to put an end 
to the practice of afforesting lands of private persons. It 
enacted that all of the lands wnich had been afforested by 
Kiug Henry II., Richard I., and John, except the proper 
domains of the crown, should be disafforested, ana freed 
from the forest laws.” Locke, p 14 referring to 1 Steph 
com. bk 2, pt 1, c 23. 

If Mr. P. will read my article carefully and forgive the 
printer's blunders, he will see that I do not say identifiable¬ 
ness (to coin a word) is purely, und simply, aud solely the 
basis quality of property. A great mauy things may be 
property which are not identifiable; whisky is properly, yet, 
while it might be possible to identify the jug, it might be 
difficult, if not impossible, to identify the whisky, unless 
Illinois tipple is vastly better than it was thirty years ago. 
Two neighbors mightown each a hen which they could not 
tell apart. Then again, there arc many things which are 
identifiable that arc not property; there are in many dis¬ 
tricts some noted slag or fox with which the hunters are 
almost asfuuiiliar us with the noses on their neighbor's 
faces; yet neither stag norfox is property by reason of iden¬ 
tification. Possession, dominion, control, are qualities of 
property as well as “idenlifiability." 

No one pretends that, in this country or in England, game 
ruuning wild, barring special places specially provided for, 
is any man’s properly. But the game, being killed becomes 
somebody’s property, not because it can be identified, but 
simply because it is in somebody’s possession or control, or 
both. Mr. P. thinks the somebody who killed on private 
lands belonging to another is the owner. It may be, if that 
somebody broke no law in killing it. Possession and con¬ 
trol are strong presumption of ownership, but they would 
hardly suffice In a case where a man should steal Mr. P.’s 
dog. The court would inquire if the man came by that 
dog honestly; more than that, the court would inquire if 
Mr. P. parted wilh the dog of his own accord. More still; 
although the man in possession of the dog may have come 
honestly by it. nevertheless, if original! v stolen. Mr. P.’s nr, in- 
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hcshiod or control. So tbut possession or control docs not 
necessarily carry title. It is true that, in the case of the 
dog, Mr. P. bud, from the beginning, proprietorship recog* 
m^ed by law in the dog, and the taker of ft bud not. 

The difference between the cases of game and the dog is 
not as great as it appears ut first sight. The land owner, 
by the laws of all countries where game rights are recog¬ 
nized, has a property in game living or coming on his land. 
1 hut right may be expressed as a qualified property, or the 
sole right to kill it while it is on bis land—u right which he 
does not lose until the game leaves his land. The right is 
dual or divisible; it consists of the right to kill, which is a 
reasonable diversion and pleasure, and is apart from the 
profit derived from the killing. This is not an ideal division 
It is one existing in law and in practice, for, by the English 
common law, a landlord may allow you for a consideration, 
and often does it, to kill the game, though you 
may not be allowed to own it after it is killed. How many 
persons are there in this country, who care more for the 
sport in killing the game than they cure for the game itself. 

Now this ownership, which the landlord has, conditional 
though it may be. is as real and as well defined by law, is as 
much a matter of purchase and sale, as is the property iD the 
dog aforesaid. To that neither the sole right of killing, nor 
the profit of the right, cuu be bud by wrongful appropria¬ 
tion, any more than the wrongful appropriation of Mr. P.’s 
dog; nor can possession and control work an ownership in 
the one case any more than in the other. 

It is true that there are certain kinds of wild animals, not 
according to the English law, “game," when the captured 
animal is the captor’s property, wherever killed; and, un¬ 
questionably, there are circumstances in our country in 
which all kinds of wild animals, other than those specified 
in statutes, when the captor is the owner of the carcass; but 
it is on public not on private or occupied property. I think 
that Mr. P, will find l am right in regard to the pursuit of 
noxious animals, foxes for example. To be entirely within 
the law, however, the fox may not be pursued for pleasure 
dimply. Even when thus pursued, the pursuer is answera* 
ble for any damage done. In the sheep growing districts of 
Scotland men are hired to pursue and kill the foxes wbicb 
are dcstruclion to lambs, and may lawfully make such pur- 
suit anywhere, subject only to the damage done in the pur¬ 
suit or capture. r 

Mr. Palmer seems to think that if a fanner in Illinois 
were to undertake to get by force the game a trespasser 
killed upon bis land,’ he,’ the farmer,“would be more likely 
to receive the contents of the hunters gun than of bis game 
bag, and this, because the hunter believed that he was pro 
tecting bis own properly,” and that he would be sustained 
opinion of the people of Illinois, 
which "if not therefore the law" it will yet be found, 
upon examination that universal opinion is only based on 
a good foundation." Now it may be suggested that "almost 
universal opinion" which Mr. P. refers to, is the almost 
universal opinion of the hunting guild of Illinois, rather 
than of the people of Illinois, and doubtless, the law which 
might emerge from that "almost universal opinion" of the 
guild, might be an acceptable law wilh them. So the 
almost universal opinion,” which Mr. Palmer thinks "is

Mr. Palmer is too good a lawyer not to know that one of 
the great functions of law is to decide between discordant 
claims, by peaceful and judicial measures. Now if it 
should so be that “the almost universal" opinion of the 
farmers of Illinois, were that a hunter bad no right to the 
game that he had killed by virtue of tresspassing upon 
tbeir lands, this “almost universal opinion" would be about 
as good a law as lhe“almost universal opinion"of the hunters 
and the two coming into collision there might be “consider- 
able of a mess kicked up" on the premises. I take it, the 
laws of Illinois, if at all in consonance with modern and 
Christian civilization, are down upon “the law of the red 
right hand." Thus there is some reason to suspect that the 
hunter, who should deliver to the farmer the contents of his 
gun when the farmer was trying to recover from him the 
game he had got by trespass upon the furuier’s land, and 
posessicg property, or sole right to the shooting uses of his 
land, might find time, within penitentiary and penitential 
walls to mourn over the insufficiency for condonation of 
that almost universal opinion which if not therefore the 
law is only based on a good foundation." 

I Ibink it may be stated as a reasonable belief that pub¬ 
lic opinion is not, ex-officio, as it were, law. It nmy be the 
mother of law io a country like ours. And so law may 
sometimes be the mother of public opinion. So public 
opinion may help or binder the execution of law. But no 
more. 

If Mr. Palmer's able criticism of my article had been 
made in a purely judicial tone, I would huve made no re¬ 
ply, except to have apologized lor the use of an offensive 
word, used, perhaps, without due consideration. If he, 
however, wunts to show your readers Hun he is the better 
lawyer, I can easily dismiss that question, for Mr. Palmer 
is evidently one of great learning, while I am no lawyer at 
all. 1 never read a paper of Blaeks'oiie in my life, nor of 
any other law book, except some two or three ou game and 
fish matters. 1 have not a law book in my library. The 
book from which I have quoted in this article is the only 
one now in my house, and Lhat 1 had to borrow from the 
Slate library. 

The little article written for the Chicago Field was in¬ 
tended to show how complete the land owner’s rights were in 
every reasonable use of his land, and as preparatory lo some 
other articles on game laws, which were sent Mometnne ago to 
that paper. The remark made in the article of the 6 th 
were not intended as a technical treatise on the points 
mentioned, for that would have been immodest in a layman 
in the presence of the able bar of Chicago.

Camp Life Memories.—Outward Bound.

PART V. 

Written for the Chicaoo Field. 

On Sept. 23d, ’73, a hunting party numbering four per- 
aons of whom the writer was one, emerged from a passen¬ 
ger coach on the Chicago & Northwestern at the pleasant 
little city of Menominee, Upper Peninsula, Mich. We had 
come five hundred and thirty miles by rail, and sixty milt^j 
of pine and hemlock woods yet intervened between us and 
our chosen bunting grounds. We had decided, after much 
debate and with some misgiving, to pitch our tent at the 
Palls of the Sturgeon River which, as may be seen by ref- 
ercnce to a map, is the second eastern tributary of the Mc- 
nomineee one will meet in ascending the latter. There are 
several smaller tributaries but they are not of sufficient con- 
setiuence to appear on other than a sectional map. I wo or 
more of these brooks, if I remember correctly, are called 
Hav creek, another Hamilton brook and another Punning or 
Pinning—bum —odc or something which has a similar sound. 
In one of these brooks some of our company saw their first

Picture a 
pine log cabin of two rooms and a shed leaning 
confidingly against the main building, covered with cedar 
bark, and surrounded with a forest of fire scathed pine and 
hemlock. As you view this picture, imagine yourself seated 
on a round top, iron-clud trunk, ribbed with longitudinal 
slats, bolted on with rivets, one of which is just where you 
would prefer to have h cushion; your rubber bools resting 
on the top of either side the wagon bed, and each boot con¬ 
taining a quart of water. That resplendent two-penny dip

So true is it that happiness 
and misery are merely relative terms, that they who have 
had similar or. kindred experiences in “roughing it, will 
accept it for truth when 1 say that the company seated on 
rough benches in that homely dining hall partaking of mess 
pork of prodigious thickness and swimming in its own fat, 
were overflowing with jollity. 

Why were we jolly? 

Like the strategic Yankee, I will answer one question by 
asking olhere. . , 

Why does the escaped bird, after long imprisonment 
overflow with Joyous song? Why does the pig, released 
from his pen, chase at his tail? Why do the school boy s 
eyes gleam with a happier light, when he can count on his 
fingers, the intervening days till school will be out? 

The answer is plain and conclusive; Nature—who never 
errs—has endowed every creature in whose veins the warm 
blood flows, with a love of diversion. Man must and will 
have diversion. It is, therefore, not the part of wisdom to 
waste our energy in attempting to dam a stream which will 
flow, despite of our most strenous efforts to restrain it. 
Nature’s laws arc stronger than the laws made by man and 
they will always prevail in the end. , , . 

We may coniine this propensity within proper bounds,but 
we may not dam it up without inflicting and receiving in¬ 
jury. I am in solid and hot earnest; I mean all I have Bald 
and more than I have said; and if 1 were sure ibatlhe de¬ 
gression would be pardoned, 1 would say it all. The hot 
blood tingles in the very tips of my Augers when I recall 
the toungless Jews-harps, the smashed whistles, the broken 
flutes and the violins, licked up by the greedy flames-all 
all in the name of puritanical, Pharisaical, self righteous 
bigotry, thinly disguised by shad-bellied coats and broad- 
brimed huts.

let the self-poised judge doff his wig and ermine, and let the 
clergyman, who—alas! for puritamca teachings—needs di¬ 
version sorest of us all, vacate his pulpit and renew his en 
ergies, to the end that each may more successfully fight Ibt 
battles of life. Think of it, you who would lay the iron 
hand of proscription on innocent and healhful diversions, 
you may be forcing whom you would save into the broad 
road which leads to moral ruin! Remember that a broad 
gulf separates the innocent from the vicious diversions; en- 
courage tbe former as an antidote to the latter. 

He who has never stepped outside of ihe current of 
thought and passion which moves human society, knows 
not the strength and the weakness of his manhood, and he 
cannot therefore, be clearly cognizant of the limitations of 
his individual agency in aiding or impeding its progress, 
In modern society our individuality is lost among Us in¬ 
tricate complications. How shall we measure others until 
we shall have first acquired some knowledge of ourselvcsr- 
the sole standard by which man measures his fellows? 
How shall wc know ourselves, unless we are occasionally 

thrown on our own resources? -

He who follows beaten paths may expect to fare no 
belter than the gleaner of fields which have been 
If we would male progress, we must assert our individual- 
ily; to do this, wbat field is more favorable than the path- 
lew wood ?”

Choke Boring. 

Ohioaoo, Dec. Eg, 1B7S, 

Editor Ciiicaoo Fiei.d:— The system of choking is ex¬ 
citing fresh attention in England, and from the correspond¬ 
ence in your contemporary the Field, it la tolerably evident 
the “ayes have it." The first supporting testimony is from 
Mr. Frederick A Milbank, a gentleman fully qualified to 
make a statement, as perhaps few modem sportsmen, if any, 
are such persistent and pertinacious handlers of the gun. 
Beveral years ago, if I mistake not, he made ihe biggest bag 
on record in one day's shooting—over eight hundred head 
of game. He says; “My usual practice in grouse shooting 
is to take two guns into the 'stands.' Consequently I de- 
cided on taking my full choke and one of my old guns, my 
object being to fire the choke at long shots, when birds 
came singly or two together; but when birds came thick I 
kept up a continuous tiro, oftentimes till both guns were 
too hot to hold comfortably. In these cases birds were kill¬ 
ed at all sorts of distances from twenly to fifty and (illy 
yards .... and I can state that iu no one instance did I 
see a bird ’blown;’ and after the drive was over . . . keep¬ 
ers could not find one bird that was bard shot. Moreover 
.... when perhaps two hundred birds were hanging up in 
ihe larder, no oDe could detect the blowing of one single 
bird.” Deprecating any idea about the closeness and hard 
ness of the choked gun's shooting qualities he says: I am 
not above the mark when I say I fired 120 shots from the 
choke daily. . . . Grouse in many places the beginning of 
October commence congregating . . . in largo packs ol hun¬ 
dreds together and take their abode on large Hat mosses, 
which in many instances are situated on the tops of the high 
hills, and when disturbed by the healers take their flight 
from one hill to the other. The ’stands’ in many places be-

In the last week iu November 1 w cutou t part- 
tridge shooting in Yorkshire (birds are wild us hawk* at this 
season of tbe year). Accompanying me were 
two gentlemen, both first rale shots. - All three 
of us hud equal chances throughout tbo day. At me 
end of it one of my friends had seven brace, the tether 
six brace, but the “choke" had sixteen and a half brace. 1 
advisedly say the “choke” for 1 am convinced that the gun 
alone was the cause of my overtopping niy friends by ao 
large a number. I measured that duy three successive 
shots—65, 71 and 02 yards . . . . I have observed that in 
some of the letters you have published that questions have 
been asked as to the cartridges. . . 1 have given no partumlar 
orders on this point only telling him to send me green Ilfiey 
gaslight cartridges, three and one-fourth drachms of pow_ 
der one and one eighth ounce of chilled shot. . . . Jr. a. 1 
have tired away upwards of 4000 cartridges on the moors 
thisyeartwo-thirds of which have been from the choke.. 

In another lettersigned C. 1 find as follows:“Having recently 
read some remarks on choke-boring 

I ordered a gun .from him, a compound chokt-Dore rig-1 
barrel half choke, left barrel full choke; weight only six and 
three fourths pounds. For covert shooting the whole charge 
I use is two and three-fourth drachms of powder and seven- 
eights of an ounce of No. six shot with a common thin frit 
wad between the powder and tbe shot;with that charge und the 
thin wadding the dispersion of the shot is much increased, 
without, as far as l can sec, any diminution ot force. 

It was in consequence of this correspondence,that,as l wa» 
covert shooting, 1 kept an account of all the cartridge* 
used and the number of head killed. I bred 146 

shots.108 head, making 38 misses. Some of 

the rabbits I killed were killed through thick 
brush where I do not think any other gun would 

have killed.With regard to the assertion of smashing up 

game, I have not found it so. I have particularly noticed 
how seldom a rabbit is crippled as nearly all seem to be 
shot quite dead.

These extracts I contend go to show that for good shot* 
the choke bore is the right gun, hut for grades l "‘‘ 1“ ni “j‘ 

dling and from that down, the open gun 19 belter adapted. 

They show more, however, for they show that l bcrc is econ¬ 
omy in ihe choke bore not to be attained w'th anything like 
adequate results with open bored guns. The difference be¬ 
tween three drachms and four drachms is considerable at 
tbe end of a long season, and is certainly worth taking into 
consideration. Besides the economy of material there is an 
economy of vital force; for every time a man fires one of 
those Rodman gun charges, so often used by our sportsmen, 
esnocially when trap shootlug.he suffers a shock to hut system, 
and the sum of maSy shocks will aggregate to a very severe 
shaking at the end of a season, and to the loss of consider 
able vitality at the end of a life time, 

Let us give the small charges a chance. uhok*.

“ W T.” Objects to the Game Law. 

C'aicASo, Feb. 8, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field :—So we are really to have a new 
game law.'—long needed, and of course so drawn as to make 
everybody happy I I confess, however, that I was not born 
under a “favorable star,” and have a weakness In taking 
everything "straight, that is suggested for enactment in 
the voluminous bill as it has appeared in your paper. Its 
author certainly could not have been an Indian dimtor from 
among the “Mohawks," or he would have prescribed lighter 
doses of astringents, aud have given to his sportsmen 
friends at least sufficient tonic to admit of their usmg 
the public highways of the State for exercise He 
must have been a Siltiug Bull of the Sioux, a perfect hater 
of the white man! a "bull dozer” of the worst species! or 
be would at least have let us "poor trash" exercise our dogs 
once m a year without the penalty of losing them altogether. 
If the design of the bill Ik to nto|> thi* ^unilnucn .sporimimn 
from shooting altogether, that end might be accomplished 
without doubling the number of pages of our criminal code. 
If it be only to assist the farmer in keeping trespasse rs from 
bis grounds, it may be a success, for no gentleman, unless ac¬ 
companied by a regiment of soldiers, would dare venture 
upon a landlord's premises, even with permission if the 
bill should become a law; and Ithut is about all the bill 
can succeed „iu doing. The principal object of 
a game law should bo, ihe protection against the 
killing of all useful aud harmless birds or animals, and 
song birds, excepting only such game birds and animals as 
may be useful for food, and themoniy when they can and 
ought to be so used Incidentally to this comes the pleasure 
which the advocates of game laws receive, with (log and 
gun, in the pursuit and capture of game. Far Better 
to permit the destruction of a bird’s nest, than 
to permit a “gentleman sportBmnn" to kill the mother's 
young when they can. from infancy, scarcely take 
wing, as is authorized by the proposed bill. Prairie chick- 
eus—ISth of August! A bag well tilled with birds that can 
scarcely be carried to the nearest farm-house ere they are 
rotten! A mother of the young brood heart-broken with 

S nef at the loss; or, worse, the mother dead, and her chicks 
ying for want of a mother's care! More than any other 
change needed in our present game law, is one extending the 
I'asontoScpt. 15, aguinst the killing of prairie chickens. 
Hulled grouse (commonly culled partridge), or pheasunt, 
or woodcock," close season from January 1st to October 1st. 
Strike out the parentheses, or iuclude the latter after the 
word "pheasant," and then change the time to September 
15th, as suggested as to prairie chickens. Don't have so 
many dates lor opening. When game is abundant one don't 
want to be encumbered with a voluminous criminal code 
under bis arm, nor yet take a lawyer along with him to 
expound the law when a bird gets up before him, 
Huffed grouse mature about the same time 

that pinnated grouse mature, in the same latitude; and 
the woodcock, on tnc 1st of August, has not only matured 
but generally, with us, has molted and migrated northward’ 
whore he stays for a lime and then returns, giving only a 
passing call at the time indicated in the bill proposed. 
Should it be argued that a bill prohibiting shooting of prai¬ 
rie chickens until Sept. 16th could not be enforced why 
much better fix it at Sept. 1st, and reduce the above 
also to Sept. 1st, than to open the chicken 

lr * Much lgga wanton destruction of 
game birds would occur thereby in the aggregate. There is 
not a word in the bill for the poor song bird, and the insect¬ 
ivorous little creatures who people our Slate—save only a 
repealing clause of the only act. which bus given them 
any relief from the hand of the hunter. What 
plaintive notes of protest would the poor robin 
aad ‘he orio1 ®' lhc 1,irk “ttd the cuckoo, the bobo’link and 
the finch, and the poor whip-poor-will and the mockingbird 
uricr.did they but know of the intentions of the author of 
the bill! ■ My dear M.D. of the Mohawks," don't let the 
scalping knife be used so mercilessly upon these poor pets 
of ours—spare them for a time. 

Sections 3, 3 and 4 are good; but the words “for each and

every bird so killed.” in section 8, should be stricken out 
Section 5 is very similar to section 3. In section 6 
the words "or being” should be stricken out. 

Section 8 is objectionable, in its proviso. What that 
nonce is to be should be specified; and u notice should be 
placed on, or near to, each corner of each" enclosure No 
sportsrnaa can be cognizant of the extent of the grounds of 
a landlord, nor can he go all around a thousand acre lot to 
Bnd the proposed notices. By placing one at or near each 
corner, the sportsman may readily ascertain the wishes of 
the owner. 

Section 9 is wrong, in that it should require the oath of at 
least himself and another responsible party that he is the 
owner or lessee of the land; and section 10 is faulty also as 
no part of the fine should go lo the landlord, or to the 
person causing the suit to be brought. It is an induce¬ 
ment to prosecute. 

The powers conferred under section 11 arc extraordinary 
and absurdly objectionable in some of their features Be¬ 
sides, If the section should become a law, it could never be 
enforced, tor a game constable to "seize all dogs and im- 
plements of the offender,” and that they shall be each aud 
all forfeited to the Slate, etc., "for the violation of any of 
the provisions of the bill,” is rather severe punishment for 
trespass, in addition to a line of $100 and costs and dam¬ 
ages! 

JBut 1 will not go into further detail. It hardly needs the 
addition of "a bill for an act in relation to dogs,” a copy of 
which I see on page 400 of your paper, ami which is now 
pending in the Legislature, to drive every sportsman out of 
th(i btale, when he requires a little relief from the cares 
and duties of active business life; and I have no doubt the 
author of the dog law will cheerfully withdraw it when be 
hears read the hill now proposed. The bill is loo sweeping in 
its penalties, is unreasonable, and scents lo have been gotten 
up under a popular pressure for something new and more 
effective than the old act; but its author, a gentleman of 
highest character and ability, has made it too cumbrous 
and not orderly or appropriate lo our needs. I much fear 
he has not had his own way in its preparation, but has been 
Influenced by others, or has been governed by the old laws 
of other States. W T

is coming. I was impressed by the remarks made by Mr. 
roitler at the meeting above mentioned, and as they con¬ 
tained facts which must be of interest to the Western breth- 

■ ren, I give them in full. Said he: "To show Ibis Association 

; 'he extent the game lqws of various States are violated, I will 

; state that I have ihuf-week spent some little time investigut- 
tng the facts conoferning Ihe quantities of giirne that have 
been received in this market alone the present week One 
firm received about 250 barrels of game, about half being 
quuils, and the balance grouse. This lot alone contained 
1 over sixty thousand quails and about fourteen thousand 
grouse. This is less than a quarter part of the game (quails 
and grouse) that came here from the West this week at 
least one thousand barrels having been received, or about a 
quarter of a million of quails, besides between fifty and 
sixty thousand grouse. All these birds were trapped or 
netted, and in all probability taken contrary to law I saw 
one load to-day, seventeen barrels, on the heads in bold let¬ 
ters, could be seen the words ami figures '500 quails 600 
quails, 110 grouse,’ etc., etc. One of these law-breakers 'from 
Illmois was here this week, and reported that the birds had 
suffered to such an extent from cold and hunger this Winter 
that they have flocked together in immense numbers and 
have been driven up to the farm buildings and netted by 
thousands. A large percentage of this game came from 
Illinois, ns I am informed by good authority." How is it 
that, sportsmens ciubsof Ulinois? Verbum sap. Icalledon 
Messrs. Win. Read & Sons at their store in Faneuil Hall 
square. This Arm is, 1 think, the oldest—certainly one of 
the largest dealers in guns in the country. The senior 
member of the firm very kindly Bhowed me through the es¬ 
tablishment, though in the midst of taking stock which 
i° immense, such a collection of rifles and guns of every 
grade and make, such a quantity of everything which a 
sportsman could need or desire, I never saw before Thev 
have one entire room exclusively for Scott’s guns, and there 
were some beauties.

I also visited the 
office of the American Arms Co., who are manufacturing 
the ' Fox gun,” and which I had the pleasure of examining 
It is purely an American gun, and “the best yet;" Bimple in 
construction, yet scientific in principle.

1 Wnme Prospects and How the Game Law Is Evaded. 

| Qdtbhu. Ford Co., Ill., Jan. 2*, 1877 . 

Editor Chicago Field:—N ot seeing anything from this 

vicinity of late I thought I would inform you that the pros¬ 
pects for game this Fall are good. The snows, although 
frequent, have been comparatively light, and the weather 
baa been moderately cold—not so severe as to destroy the 
birds. There are enough quails wintering over to make a 
good crop of young birds next Fall, and we don’t now look 
for any heavy snows. There is plenty of com here that is 
not husked, therefore the birds can get all the grain thev 
want. Prairie chickens are wintering here by the hundreds* 
and the prospect is good for next season. 

I have read several communications in regard to the 
game law; one from E. W. T., Bloomington, partially 
meets my views, viz: that this law, as now, favors the 
farmers, but in regard to the date of the open season I bee 
leave to differ with B. W. T. I think pinnated grouse ought 
not to be shot before Sept. 1st. My reasons are, first the 
weather is so warm in August that two-thirds of the birds 
killed arc spoiled before they can be used; hundreds of 
birds are killed in the latter part of August and shipped to 
Chicago, which are spoiled when they get there and have to 
be thrown sway. In the second place by protecting the 
birds until September 1st. they are of belter size (many 
covies are not half-grown August 15th). v 1 

U u, l !l uc . o. rl i 8 S r,: “ liule wild '“ter in the season; but 
one bird killed September is worth two killed in August 
because they are larger and in better condition, and the 
weather will permit their being kept until used The law 
for the protection of game in this State is very good ’ if it 
was enforced I have letters in my possession from com¬ 
mission men on South Water street, Chicago, soliciting 
shipments of prairie chickens and quail now. One savs to 
box up tight and bill poultry or furs, and when received 
they are put in the cellar, sold there, and carried away in 
sucks by restaurant men.

Feb. 1, 1877. Editor Chicago Field: A? a great manv 
parties arc wintering quails over till Spring, I want to rec- 
commend something that I have tried as well as several of 
my friends and know to be good 1 have wintered quails 
for the past three years and have never lost one, except it 
might have been two or three which had bruised their skulls 
in transit and died the day after 1 received them. Now mv‘ 
success I attribute to feeding them cabbage. If any one 
who has a lot of quail will cut ahead of cabbage in quarters 
and give them they will find they will have it all eaten ud 
inside of twenty-four hours, and the birds will seem 
to be refreshed. It is highly important that they should 
? rav ? and fresh water, if kept in a room, put some 
cedar bnishes around for them to hide under. Above all 
things they must he kept clean. If allowed to dirty their 
water it will become poisonous. Don’t feed too much buck- 
wheat, and if possible give fresh air. I had 88 birds sent 
me from Illinois in 1875, the box being only six inches high 
so they could not fly up lo injure their heads, and I saved 
every one of them, turning them out in April.
